Pleas  of  U.  S.  leaders  are  being  directed  to  farmers  with  wheat  to  sell 
these  days  because,  unless  farmers  will  market  their  wheat,  this  nation  can- 
not do  its  full  part  in  preventing  starvation  abroad.    These  pleas  echo  those 
of  the  millions  of  people  in  other  lands  who  must  have  food  if  they  are  to 
^  maintain  life  in  their  bodies  during  the  critical  months  ahead. 

Wheat  cannot  fight  against  famine  if  it  remains  in  the  farmer's  bin  or 
in  commercial  storage.    The  Department  of  Agriculture  reports  that  U.  S,  ship- 
ments of  wheat  have  fallen  behind  goals  with  the  wheat  export  goal  for  the 
January-March  period  112  million  bushels,  shipments  were  about  12  million 
bushels  short, 

MARKET  WHEAT  NO.7;  SELECT  PRICE  LATER 
Producers  who  now  are  holding  their  wheat  for  price  or  income  reasons  can 
deliver  their  wheat  into  the  famine  fight  and  request  settlement  at  the  market 
price  on  any  later  date  th.ey  may  elect  before  March  31,  1947. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  has  made  this  offer  to  speed  the  movement  of 
wheat  off  the  farms  for  the  relief  of  starving  people  in  other  lands  and  t& 
eliminate  two  of  the  major  reasons  voiced  by  farmers  for  not  delivering  their 
wheat  in  this  period  of  greatest  need  for  it.    Producers  who  select  a  market.

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SURVEY  IN  CRISES  HOOVER  '3  CONCERN 
Herbert  Hoover  told  an  International  Food  Conference  in  London  that  his 
survey  of  hunger  has  increased  his  anxiety  regarding  the  world  food  crisis* 
"Hunger  sits  at  the  table  trice  daily  in  hundreds  of  millions  of  homes",  he 
said,  "and  the  spectre  of  possible  starvation  haunts  equally  the  halls  of 
government  and  squalid  hovels  in  the  ruins  of  war,..*"    "If  Europe  is  to  have 
a  future,  something  must  be  done  about  the  children*    Unless  they  are  better 
fed,  many  will  die  and  others  will  grow  up  with  stunted  bodies  and  distorted 
minds . " 

Hoover  added  that  UNHRA  covers  less  than  30  percent  of  the  people  from 
the  Channel  to  the  Russian  border  who  are  short  of  food,    V/hether  nations  buy 
their  food  or  get  it  on  charity  or  from  occupation  armies,  they  are  drawing  on 
the  common  stock  and  are  competing  with  each  other  for  supplies,  he  said. 


VETS  ,  GST  PRIORI TIUS  ON  FARM  I.&CHIN5RY 
Veterans  obtained  more  than  60,000  preference  certificates  in  February  for 
purchase  of  new  farm  machinery  and  equipment,  in  contrast  to  the  751  issued 
them  in  July  1945,  and  the  54,661  issued  them  in  January  1946,    Most  frequently 
requested  items  were  tractors,  plows,  harrows  and  cultivators.    With  production 
of  most  essential  items  lav  during  February  due  to  work  interruptions  in  steel 
plants  and  work  stoppages  in  farm  machinery  manufacturing  plants,  veterans 
found  their  preference  certificates  handy  as  they  sought  scarce  equipment.

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OREGON  FARMER  BECOMES  UNDERSECRETARY  OF  USDA 
N.  E.  Dodd,  Oregon  farmer~st?ckman,  last  week  became  Undersecretary  of 
Agriculture,  climaxing  a  rise  to  prominoice  in  agricultural  administration 
which  began  in.  1933  with  his  selection  as  a  member  of  the  first  AAA  committee 
in  his  local  community  in  Baker  county. 

Ed  Dodd  served  successively  as  community  committeeman,  county  committee 
chairman,  chairman  of  the  State  Corn-hog  Board  of  Review  and  State  AAA  chairman 
in  Oregon.    In  1938  he  went  to  Washington,  D.  C.  as  Assistant  Director  of  the 
Western  AAA  Region,  and  became  Regional  Director  in  1939.    Made  Chief  of  AAA 
in  1943,  Dcdd  became  Director  of  the  Field  Service  Branch  of  the  Production 
and  Marketing  Adminis traticn  when  AAA  was  consolidated  into  P&MA  in  August 
1945. 

Born  in  Iowa,  Dodd  went  to  Eastern  Oregon  in  1900,  where  he  raises  wheat 
and  Hereford  cattle  on  a  2,000  acre  ranch.    A  strong  advocate  of  farmer- 
administration  of  federal  agricultural  programs,  Dcdd  has  become  an  authority 
on  farm  problems  throughout  the  Nation  since  assuming  regional  and  national 
responsibilities  #    Dodd  succeeds  John  B.  Hutson,  who  resigned  from  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  to  join  the  executive  staff  of  the  United  Nations. 

In  another  departmental  shift,  a  key  position  went  to  a  New  Mexican, 
Jesse  3.  Gilmer,  who  was  named  deputy  PMA  administrator  and  vice-president 
of  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation.    Gilmer,  a  graduate  of  New  Mexico  A.  and 
M.  college  in  1934,  originally  -.Tent  to  work  for  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
as  an  agent  of  the  Farm  Security  Administration.
